His phy?i- 
oiaos lost hope and the famous blind 
scholar and statesman was told that he 
mustdit. Bat Fswoett did not then 
fear death. He appeared to feel that he 
was going out of this life "through a gate 
which had oiled hinges," death did not 
conic at that time, and he lived to acquire 
fame and honor. He said he never after 
his recovery borrowed any more trouble 
about death; and when last spring ho 
was finely called to meet the thing ho 
onoe so much dreaded.he really "wrapped 
the drapery of his couch about him like 
one who lies down to pleasant dreams," 
and died. The experience of Mr. Favr- 
oett is tho general truth regarding physi- 
cal death.
